P. D. O’Brien, in charge of the detective 
bureau, after receiving the reports of their 
men, declared that they were convinced that 
the suicide theory advanced by. the hotel 
management was correct.

It seems to me the most 
natural thing in the world for a man to reach 
around with his right hand and shoot him- 
self in the left cheek, and as for the robbery, 
I can't find out that Dr. Binkley had any 
money on him when he came t6 Chicago.” 
Inspector Lavin said) yesterday afternoon, 
} after receiving @ reportifrom Detective Tom} 
Sheehan, who wae wor on the case: 
‘“*It looks to me like a piain case of suicide. 
“The fact that the man was crippled in his left 
hand so that he could not handle a gun with 
that member is not significant, and ae for 
the money, well, it must have cost all the 
money he is known to have had when he left 
Evansville to bring the party. to Chicago. I 
shalb investigate every angle, but I don’t 
expect to find ita case of murder.” 


Chief Shippy Takes a Hand. 
After receiving a report of what happened 
at the coroner's inquest, and especially the 
testimony of Dr. Reinhardt, Chief Shippy 
toak a personal hand in the case and tele- 
phoned to Inspector Lavin to run down every 
possible clew. 
“We shall be able to tell by tomorrow 
whether it is a case of murder or suicide,”’ 
he said. 
At least one policeman felt obliged to give 
up the suicide theory on full investigation of 
the facts. Detective Scrivner of Coroner 
Hoffman's office at night said it undoubtedly 
was murder. 
“ When I began,” he said, “I thought it 
was a case of suicide, but the further I go the 
more I am led to believe the man was mtr; 
dered. I practically have confirmed the 
son’s assertion that his father had a watch 
and money on his person when he was left 
aloné. 


Watch Is Traced Down. 
“Y learned that Dr. Binkley bought his 
watch from a jewelry firm on the fifth floor 
of the Memorial building here some time ago. 
Just last week he had it cleaned by an Ev- 
ansville jeweler, from whom I will get its 
number and description. 

“YT was with the coroner’s physician when 
he examined the body and saw that Dr. 
Binkley’s left hand was too crippled for him 
to have used 4 revolver in it. The shot which 
killed him was fired from a revolver held 
close to his cheek, for the powder marks ex- 
tended over a place three inches in diameter. 
“T believe now the shot was fired by some 
one who was robbing the old man when he 
was asleep, and that the latter woke up and 
was shot as he threw his head back in 
alarm. The course of the bullet indicates 
this.”” 

Revolver a Peculiar Weapon. 

The revolver with which the 82 year old 
physician was shot was & small one, having 
a ‘arrel not over an inch long, and is the 
kind frequently carried by sneak thieves 
because it can easily be concealed in the 
hand. It developed during the day that a 
revolver owned by Dr. Binkley Sr. was 
found in a bureau drawer in his house in 
Evansville, and there seems to be little pos-.

“ That is a lie,’’ cried Prof. Foulet, who 
teaches French at Bryn Mawr, confronting 
Dr. Jordan. 
It was an extremely unfortunate incident. 
The college chapel was filled with learned 
and beautiful young women about to receive 
their degrees, with their fashionable rela- 
tives and friends, with the wise and staid 
members of the college faculty and with edu- 
cators.

It is estimated that in addition to this amount 
which can be recovered from the big estates 
the bill will produce about $350,000 additional 
revenue annually. 

Senator Gardner, who, with the assistance 
of Walter Lincoln, inheritance tax attor- 
ney for Cook county, drafted the bill, worked 
energetically to secure its passage last week, 
and renewed his efforts this week after the 
bill, reaching third reading in the house, was 
swept off the calendar by the wholesale 
cleaning up of bills on which no dction had 
been taken when the house quit work Sunday 
morning. 

These bills, all of which practically were 
dead, still were subject to ‘‘ revival ’’ under

The proposition to have the state take over 
the Dunning asylum became hitched up to 
the Gardner bill when it-became known that 
the disposition of senators who have opposed 
the Dunning ‘transfer might be changed if 
means of producing more revenue for the 
state could be provided. : 


Mr. Shanahan, who has been endeavoring 
in every way to secure the legislation which 
will enable the state to assume responsibility 
for the Cook county insane asylum, took 
this means of improving the chances of the 
Dunning méasure.

Consent to revive the Gardner bill was ob- 
tained and it was put on its passage. It fol- 
lows the New York inheritance tax law close- 
ly, that law being the model on which the 
legislation in this state has been based. The 
present Illinois law taxes only gifts, lega- 
cies, and inheritances. The amended act 
will tax transfers, appointments, and inter- 
ests in several cases. It provides’ a means 
by which compromises may be effected in 
what are known as contingent remainders, 
authorizing the state treasurer and attorney 
general to act for the state in dealings witb 
the administrators of estates. 

The Marshall Field estate of $53,000,000, 
the Otto Young estate of $20,000,000, and 
several other big estates are not at present 
subject to the inheritance tax under the pres- 
ent law. 4 

The amended act, providing for 4 compro- 
mise in contingent remainders, will enable the 
state treasurer and the attorney general to 
reach a compromise with the administra- 


promise that the state officials estimate that 
approximately $1,000,000 can be brought into 
the state treasury within six months, It is 
understood that the administrators of the 
estates are anxious to reach an adjustment 
in regard to the amount to be pald the state 
under the inheritance tax law.

Claims Conditions Were Not Mat. 

“Two years ago we passed a bill at the 
request of Cook county providing for the tak- 
ing over of the Dunning plant when certam 
conditions in caring for the pauper insane of 
the downstate counties had been complied 
,with. Those conditions are not yet complied 
with, although we have this week made ap- 
propriations which will settle this end of the 
case. 

* Two years hence, when the county alms- 

houses are relieved of their burden bythe 
increased facilities of the state institutions, 
will be plenty of time for Cook county to ask 
the state of Hilinois to fulfill its end of the 
agreement.

Views of All but Hirsch. 
Senator Logan Hay of Springfield had a 
communication in his ‘pocket from W. C. 
Graves, executive officer of the state board 
of charities, embodying the views of Presi- 
dent Frank Billings and each of the mem- 
bers of the board, with the exception of Dr. 
Hirsch, who is in Europe. 

Senator Curtis asked that the Graves let- 
ter be read into the senate record after it had 
been read aloud to the senate. Objection to 
so incumbering the record came from Sena- 
tor Gardner, and the objection was sus- 
tained. Dr. Billings said in his letter: 

The conference committee bill for the reorganiza- 
tion of the charity service of the state of lllinois 
does not contain all of the provisions for which 
I, ag & member of the state board of charities 
have stood. Nevertheless I consider the bill as 
it passed poth houses to be a measure for the 
administration of state charities equal to or bet- 
ter than that of any other state in the union. As 
@ member of the state board of charities and as 
a citizen who is most desirous of obtaining the 
best sort of curative, improvemental, and kindly 
care for the various wards of the state, I most 
earnestly hope that the senate of Illinois will not 
reconsider the measure and that it may go to the 
governor as it passed both houses of the legislature. 


Expect Deneen to Sign. 

In view of the expressions of Dr. Billings 
and his co-members the general expectation 
in Springfield is that Gov. Deneen will ap- 
pend his signature unless there is some flaw 
which will imperil the constitutionality of 
the bill as it stands. 

In genera! the failure of Senator Curtis to 
press his motion for reconsideration is ac- 
cepted as a distinct victory for the publicity 
which was given to the gumshoe attempts of 
institution banks and institution purveyors, 
aided by the well wishes of patronage seek- 
ing politicians. to crush the life blood from 
the bill at the eleventh hour. 

Curtis Not Swayed by Animus. 

Senator Curtis disclaims any animus of the 
kind in moving for a reconsideration and he 
cites the letters of the members of the board 
of charities as sufficient ground for seeking 
reconsideration of the vote for the purpose 
of looking into the detalis of the bill. 

“My sole motive in moving for a recon- 
sideration,”’ Mr. Curtis said, ‘““‘was to look fur- 
ther into the bill. It was too big a measure 
in my judgment to be passed through with- 
out due consideration. The sentiment of the 
state seems to be so overwhelmingly in favor 
of it. however, that I will not press my mo- 
tion and I therefore ask leave to with- 
draw it.”’

With this out of the way the senate pro- 
ceeded rapidly to reach final conclusions on 
the charities bill, local option, and to pass 
the conference reports on appropriations, 
It also concurred in the house amendments 
to Senator Henson's bill regulating the con- 
struction of caboose cars and in aconference 
committee report carrying Representative 
Tippit’s bill for the use of convicts in the im- 
provement of the Okaw, Cache, Little Wa- 
bash, Sangamon, and other rivers. Senator 
Potter, who presented the report, explained 
that nothing could. be done under the act 
until an appropriation was made and that no 
approprtfation bill was pending. 


. - 
Appropriations Nearly $20,000,000. 
The appropriation bills of this session reach 
a total of about $19,800,000. The revenue bill 
provides that $10,200,000—$5,100,000 a year— 
be raised by taxation. Tax rate will depend 
on the amount which can be raised by other 
means than taxation. The passage of the 
new corporation act and the amended inheri- 
tance tax law will increase the revenues of 
the state materially and it is hoped that the 
rate may be kept down to 50 cents on the $100, 
the present rate. But the estimates on which 
the officials now are working indicate a pos- 
sible rate of 57 cents. 

Among the appropriations allowed by the 
conference committee, the University of IIlli- 
nois gets $1,639, for ordinary expenses. 
It gets $250,000 for a new university hall and 
$381,000 for the agricultural college. 

The conference report as adopted gives the 
charitable institutions $1,135,815 for special 
expenses. This total is a reduction of $165,000 
from the amount carried in the bill.as passed 
originally by the house, and the house cut 
$319,615 from the requests of the institutions. 
The amount allowed for the ordinary ex- 
penses of the institutions is $4,870,000. 

The house at its evening session revived the 
Pemberton bill for the appointsnent of a land 
commissioner authorized to sell the Kaskas- 
kia commons for the benefit of the schools of 
that community and after a fight it was 
passed. The house defeated a joint resolution 
for the submission of a constitutional amend- 
ment to permit sheriffs and treasurers to suc- 
ceed themeselves.

Allows Levying of Appointménts. 
A new provision of the act is one permit- 
ting the levying of the tax on appaintments. 
An illustration used to show how the pres- 
ent. law faeile to reach certain estates is 
that part of the Charles Deere estate left to 
the widow for life with power to name her 
heirs in her will. The’ amended act cannot 
reach back and permit the assesement of the 
tax against the Deere estate during the life 
of the widow, but it will permit the levying 
against such legacies in the future. 
The bill also increases the rates of the 
tax. It raises the tax against direct heirs 
on all inheritances of over $100,000 from $1 
on the hundred dollars to $2 on the hundred 
dollars. It also increases the rate taxable 
against collateral heirs from §2 to $4 on the 
hundred. The exemptions in the old law of 
$2,000 to collateral heirs and $20,000 to direct 
heirs are retained in the amended act.

“That statement,” he said, with delibera- 
tion, “is an impertinence.”’ And apparent- 
ly feeling that his characterization had not 
been strong enough, he added, “ yes, it is 
worse than an impertinence.’”’ 

“J am,” he continued, “ an American, and I 
represent American interests on this floor 
as much as does the senator from Rhode 
Island, and I resent his effort to place a 
stigma upon me. I repeat that his ex 
pression is an impertinence, a gross imper- 
tinence.’’ 
Proceeding he said that he had fully ex- 
plained the facts regarding his knowledge 
of the German document, and he declared 
that in wiew of this explanation there had 
been absolutely no excuse for Mr. Aldrich's 
statement concerning himself. 


Great Admiration for Germans, 


“T have as great admiration for the Ger- 
men people and for their great emperor as 
any body can possibly have,”’ broke in Mr. Al- 
drich, with energy. As he was about to go 
on with further remarks he was cut of 
abruptly by the Missouri senator. 

‘*T tnsist that this is a regrettable circum- 
stance.’ continued Mr. Stone. “It is to be 
regretted that a senator widely known and 
with such large influence as the senator 
from Rhode Island should have, as I think, so 
far forgotten himself and so far forgotten the 
proprieties, however great the exigency of 
the moment, as to offend a friendly govern- 
ment as he did with so little provocation. 
The German government was not guilty of 
any impropriety or impertinence.”’ 

Mr. Stone said the’ German government 
could not itself directly nor through any of 
its diplomatic representatives ‘' call the sen- 
ate to answer ’”’ for what had taken place in 
that body. 

‘‘ Tt is for that reason,” continued the Mis- 
sduri senator, “and that the German gov- 
ernment and people may understand that 
the eenator from Rhode Island:in what he 
said and the senior senator from New York, 
Mr. Depew, who spoke in the same fashion. 
stand alone ih the senate of the United States 
and in thig matter do not have the sympathy 
or the support of their colleagues, that I have 
brought this matter up here.”’ 


Criticised Ways'and Means. 


can legislation. He read a number of ex- 
tracts from the German report to show that 
there had not only been an effort to influence 
legislation but.that the report contained 
criticisms of the house committee on ways 
and\.means. In the course of his remarks 
Mr. Aldrich said: 

“When the senator from Missouri inter- 
rupted me I was expressing my admiration 
for the great-statesman who presides over 
the German empire. If there is one thing he 
is entitled to admiration for on the part of 
the whole world, it is the support and en-| 
couragement he has given to the industry of 
the great German empire. He has been the 
one conspicuous ruler who under. all condi- 
tions has made supreme in every field the 
interest of the German people. I honor him 
and I admire him for these qualities, and I 
realize myself that he would be the last man 
in the world to suggest that German inter- 
ests should contro! the action of the congress 
of the United States. I am confident that if 
he could have known the use which was being 
made of these statistics to influence the legis- 
lation of a friendly power he would have 
been the first man to repudiate such applica- 
tion of the information."' 

At this point Senator La Follette intro- 
duced a resolution calling for all the corre- 
spondence relating to the subject, but its 
consideration was postponed. 


Cullom Tired of Long Sessions. 

Mr. Cullom is tiring of the long séssions of 
the senate. 

‘*‘T am readily to go upon record as un- 
equivocably in favor of a closure rule in the 
senate,’’ he said today after two hours of 
listening to one senator's exposition of his 
ideas on the tariff bill. 

‘*T have long regarded it advisable for the 
sénate to maintain the freedom of debate that 
it has,’’ continued Senator Cullom, “ but I 
have arrived at the conclusion that we ought 
to do something to shut off the senseless flow 
of talk we are enduring on this tariff bill. 
A senator certainly could accomplish more 
if he had the subject in hand and dévoted an 
allotted time to it. I am ready to cast my 
vote any time for a rule which will serve to 
keep talk within bounds.”’ 

Mr. La Follette having had the floor on the 
tariff bill for a great part of the last two 
afternoons with signs of another of his fAli- 
busters in sight, the senators. are com- 
mencing to think it might be a good plan to 
at least give some consideration to the closure 
rule. Senator Cullom is the first to assert 
boldly that he favors it and at once.

They believe, however, that 
speeches like this will disgust the public and 
that in self defense the people will rush to 
accept any kind of a tariff bill merely as the 
lesser of two evils. It is known, for instance, 
that President Taft disapproves heartily of 
both the house and senate tariff bills, yet he 
probably will sign the perfected result, in- 
aciequate as it is, on the theory that it is at 
Least a remodeling of the tariff to meet pres- 
ent commercial conditions, and that the 
country would suffer more by delay than by 
higher rates for the time being until action 
can be taken by the tariff commission, on 
which the president sets great store. 


Aldrich Welcomes a Diversion. 
Mr. Aldrich apparently is willing to have 
the attention of the country centered on the 
Wisconsin senator, so as to divert attention. 
if possible, from his extraordinary attempt 
to suppress the German report sent to the 
senate in April and not yet printed, although 
the English translation of the abstract is 
being put in type tonight. 

Senator La Follette sent word to the senate 
at its first night session that he was ill and 
would not be able to continue his remarks 
tonight, whereupon Mr. Penrose of Penn- 
syivania, high protectionist, intimated 
sharply that he did not believe in the alleged 
iliness, a remark which showed about as well 
as anything else the polariscopic test of 
acidity which is met with at all times nowa- 
days in the senate debates. 

By one of those remarkable contradictions

On numerous occasions he has 
been in Hawaii. While holding the office of 
secretary of war he made three trips to Pan- 
ama and next year probably will make an- 
other, his first as president. He has been in 
Cuba, which is now indepencient, and also in 
Porto Rico. He is making plans for a trip 
to Alaska during the summer. 

Consequently the only territory he will not 
ave visited by the time congress assembles 
is Tutuila, which belongs to the Santroan 
group of islands lying in the south Pacific. 
‘This island is valuable for the magnificent 
arbor itcontains. It has been governed by a 
‘paval officer assignéd to duty as the com- 
mandant of the naval station established on 
the shores of the harbor. Under this naval) 
administration there has been no trouble.

“He was 
sitting’ in the same chair in which his body 
was found three-quarters of an hour later, 
and the door of the room was unlocked, with 
the key on the outside. Father was a pug- 
nacious man, he was always known as a 
fighter, and despite his age his first impulse 
was to tackle any one whom he found mo- 
lesting him. My idea is that some sneak 
thief was lurking in the halls, and wher he 
saw that the key was on the outside he tried 
the door, and finding it unlocked opened it. 


Thinks Father Was Asleep. 


“tT believe my father was asleep in the 
chair, for like most elderly men he was apt 
to doze off when sitting down, and he was 
I think the thief crept into 
the room and pulled down the shades; then 
he went over to my father and began search- 
ing him. Father probably awoke and, find- 
ing a man going through his pockets, un- 
doubtedly tackled him and perhaps started 
to make an outcry. I believe it was then 
that the thief shot my father and grabbing 
up the satchel hastened down the hall. 

‘“My mother tells me father had about $50 
in his wallet. I saw the wallet in the morn- 
ing and knew there was some money in it, but 
how much I did not know. Mother tells me 
there were also two checks in the pocket- 
book, one for $35 and the other for $12.50. I 
always sent father these checks the first of 
every month, the larger one for his pin money 
and the smaller one for mother’s pin money. 
As I was going to be in Europe for five 
months I sent him on the first of June checks 
for June, July, August, September and Oc- 
tober, and father cashed the June checks 
and brought the July checke with him. 


Son Bought His Ticket. 


“The theory of the police that he had paid 
his fare out of the money is wrong. for L 
purchased the tickets myself and sent them 
to him, and the fact is he did not have a 
chance to spend a cent on the journey up 
here. The wallet was missing, and: so was 
hig watch and chain. The watch was one 
that I purchased about five years ago, being 
an open face gold timepiece and attached to 
it was a heavy twisted solid gold chain with 
a hook on the end to fasten to his button hole. 
“J am not a vindictive man, nor do I want 
any notoriety, but if the hotel people persist 
in trying to cast aspersion on my father by 
intimating that he committed suicide they 

Iam not ask- 
ng any remuneration for his death in his 
hotel, nor am I trying to hold them account- 
able for the robbery that was committed, but 
for my mother’s sake and for the sake of my

I am not relying entirely 
on what the police say, but am making an 
investigation myself, and have retained as 
attorney Sidney Gorham to help me solve 
the mystery.” 

Letter to His Pastor. 


A letter was received during the day from 
Dr. Binkley Sr. by the Rev. H. 8S. Morrison, 
pastor, of) the First. Avenue Presbyterian 
church, Evansville, and an intimate friend 
of the dead physician. The letter, written 
on Wellington hotel stationery, follows: 

“Dear Brother: I saw my son today. Am 
at the above hotel until tomorrow. He re- 
quested me to write you in regard to the auto 
we were looking at the other day. Send 
name and make of the machine, also photo, 
which will cost you about 26 cents, and he 
will consider the matter. Write at once and 
direct your letter to the Fountain Inn hotel, 
Waukesha, Wis., care O. H. R, Binkley. I 
will go to Waukesha tomorrow. Please be 
prompt. I left the books with thegirl. You 
can have Harold G. call for them. I hope 
to hear from you at once. Am anxious to 
know all about how things are at the old 
First Avenue church. Tell Brother G. he 
will have my support In every respect.” 

This letter, Dr. Binkley’s family believes, 
shows the aged physician to have had no idea 
of suicide a few hours before his death. 


Gingles Escapade Recalled. 


Tt is a coincidence that has created com- 
ment among attachés of the hotel and oth- 
ers that the Binkley tragedy happened onthe 
same floor and in the same hall that were the 
scene of Ella Gingles’ escapade. In fact, 
the bathroom where Dr. Binkley's satchel 
was found, with the contents strewn about. 
was next door to the women’s bathroom 
where Ella Gingles was discovered tied to 
the bath tub. This bathroom is about sixty 
féét from Dr. Binkley’s room, and his son 
said that, so far as he knew, his father did 
not know of its existence, inasmuch as there 
was a private bath connected with his room. 

The inquest was begun in the morning at 
10 o’clock and members of the Binkley fam- 
fly and attachés of the hotel were heard. 
After the hearing Deputy Coroner Kennedy 
said: 

“Dr. Reinhardt found that the left hand 
was badly crippled, and in view of the fact 
that this tends to support the belief of the 
dead man’s relatives that he did not shoot 
himself I ordered that the inquest be con- 
tinued for further investigation. Dr. Rein- 
hardt found powder marks upon the doctor’s 
left cheek, but the skin was not burned as 
it would have’been had the revolver been 
held close to his cheek. Dr: Reinhardt ig of 
the opinion that the wound may not have 
been self-inflicted, based upon the crippled 
hand and the difficulty of shooting himselz% 
and also from the course of the bullet.” 

Funeral services were held over the body 
of the physician at Rolston's undertaking 
rooms at 5:80 o'clock in the afternoon. Mem- 
bers of the family attended and will accom- 
pany the body to Evansville.

Secretary of Furniture and 
Department Store Workers 
Refuses to Join Rivals, 


POLICE AID DELIVERIEs. 


Two Nonunion Men Waylaid, 
Slugged; and Kicked by Dozen 
While Leaving Barts. 


A split in the ranks of the teamsters por- 
tends defeat from the start for the striking 
department store drivers. A. J. sec- 
retary of the Furniture and Department 
Store Drivers’ union, which is affillated with 
the Internationa! Brotherhood of Teamsters 
and the American Federation of Labor, is- 
sued orders yesterday to all members em- 
ployed by the State street department stores 
to remain at work and ignore the strike of 
the rival organization. 

The strike remained confined to the drivers 
of the Boston store and the Fair. About 400 
drivers and helpers are out. A large force 
of drivers was supplied by the employment 
bureau of the Chicago Employers’ associa- 
tion and emergency men were held in reserve 
at 217 Dearborn street.- Wagons from Sie- 
gel, Cooper & Co., Mandel Bros., and other 
stores aided in the delivery of goods. 

Policemen and pl&in clothes men rode with 
nonunion drivers and guardéd the approach- 
es to the shipping and loading platforms 
and the barns. 


Nonunion Men Slugged. 

While Joseph Klein and Fred Simons, non- 
union drivers for the Fair, were leaving the 
store barns at Fourteenth and State streets 
im the evening, they were attacked by a 
dozen or more men and severely beaten. 
They were knocked down directly beneath 
the elevated tracks and their assailants both 
clubbed and kicked them. 

They fied into a store, from which they were 
rescued by police, who were compelled to use 
their clubs on the crowd that gathered. 

At the City Relief hospital it was found 
that Klein's scalp wae cut and his face badly 
bruised, while Simons wae suffering from 
severe bruises. Kiein was taken to his home 
at 807 State street, and Simons to his at 417 
Hermitage avenue. 

A Fair store wagon heavily loaded with 
merchandise became stuck in the car tracks 
at West Madison street and Farty-second 
avenue. Strike sympathizers gathered and 
shouted epithets at the nonunion driver. 


Police Answer Riot Call. 
A riot call was sent in to West Lake street 
police station and a wagonload of policemen 
was hurried to the scene. The police dis- 
persed the crowd in a few minutes and a 
trolley car pulled the wagon from the rails. 
There were no arrests. 

Secretary Reed’s order was issued follow- 
ing requests for instructions from drivers. 

“ Our drivers will remain at work,’’ he said. 
“We have no grievance. This question of 
wearing union buttons is ridiculous. The 
stores have rules forbidding the wearing of 
the buttons exposed and we comply with the 
rule.” 

The union has more than 100 members em- 
ployed by the department stores. Most of the 
members, however, are employed by the large 
retail furniture stores. 

John Sheridan, general secretary of the 
Teamsters’ union of Chicago, with which the 
strikers are affiliated, announced that unless 
the department store managers granted a 
conference the “issue will be fought to a 
finish.” P 
Strikers Accuse Managers. 

‘““We have begged and implored, but the 
managers have refused to give us a hearing,”’ 
he said. : 

At a meeting of the advisory board of.the 
strikers in the afternoon the sentiment was 
that a final effort should be made to obtain a 
conference before taking steps to spread the 
strike. 

* Satisfaction over the manner in which the 
situation was being handled by the police 
and the management of the two stores af- 
fected was expressed at a meeting of the 
State Street Merchants’ association, held 
at the store of Marshall Field & Co, The 
merchants felt that a settlement of the trou- 
ble would be in sight within a day or two. 
Walter J. Gibbons, business agent of the 
Carriage and Cab Drivers’ union, announced 
that thirteen drivers employed by the Owen 
H. Fay Livery company, 53 Plymouth place, 
had quit work and joined the cab strikers. 
Mr. Fay denied any of his drivers had quit. 

One hundred and fifty trunk and bag mak- 
ers went on strike, demanding an increase [n 
wages of 25 cents a day. Most of the retail 
trunk dealers are affected. The scale ranges 
from $13.50 to $16. 

Nonunion Men Walk Ont. 
Business Agent Donlin of the Egg In- 
spectors’ union announced that twenty-five 
nonunion inspectors employed by M. J. 
Power & Co., 13 Dearborn street, walked 
out when they learned they were taking the 
places of strikers. More than 100 strikers 
will return to work next Monday for com- 
mission dealers who will sign the new agree- 
ment this week. 

A labor day celebration and picnic at Wau- 
kegan is being planned by the Carpenters’ 
union, following the parade in Chicago.

- Before 9 o’clock a mob of nearly 2,000 per- 
sons formed on Kensington avenue and start- 
ed for the main barn of the transit company 
at EKighth and phin streets for the pur- 
pose, as they Geelared, of .destroying the 
structure. This number was augmented as 
the march proceeded, so that by the time the 
barn was reached there were nearly 4,000 
persons in the mob... 


Five Hundred Policemen Present. 

The company had been warned of the ap- 
proach of ‘the Mén and when the crowd 
reached the barn it was. met by 500 police- 
men. This array of bluecoats had a quieting 
effect on the rioters and they dispersed after 
hurling a few stones through the windows. 

At Broad street and Erie avenue, at Thir- 
teenth street and Allegheny, and Allegheny 
avenue and Clearfield streets, the demon- 
strations early in the evening were almost 
as acrious as those In the Kensington dis- 
trict last night. Cars were wrecked, motor- 
men and conductors beaten, and policemen 
were assaulted. Several persons were in- 
jured by the indiscriminate hurling of stones 
and clubs by the lawless element. 

No attempt was made to burn thecars, the 
mob being content with breaking the win- 
dows, tearing the curtaing to shreds, and 
splitting the seats into kindling wood. 


Prospect of Settlement Quiets Mob. 

When it became known that there was a 
probability of an amicable settlement tomor- 
row, the fury of the mob abated and at 10 
o'clock the disturbed districts were quiet. 

No serious trouble was reported from either 
West Philadelphia or the southern section of 
the city, but in Darby, across the city line, 
a car was burned. The motorman had stopped 
his car at a railroad crossing. While await- 
ing the signal to cross the tracks a crowd 
gathered and some one fired a shot from a 
revolver. The motorman and conductor flefid 
and the mob then set fire to the car, com- 
pletely destroying the trolley. 

Several meetings were held at night, at 
which sympathy for the striking men was 
expressed. If the men agree to accept the 
counter proposition of the transit officials 
they will probably return to work late tomor- 
row afternoon. 


B. AND 0. STRIKE IS SPREADING. 


Machinists and Helpers in Various 
Shops Go Out in Protest Against 
Piece Work. 


Baltimore, Md., June 3.—The strike of the 
machinists and their helpers in the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad shops, originating in the 
Mount Clare shops, this city, as a protest 
against the introduction of the piece work 
system in the erecting department,.has now 
extended to the shops at Cumberland, Graf- 
ton, Fairmont, Parkersburg, Ohie river di- 
vision shops; Connlisville, Glenwood, New- 
eastie Junction, Pa., Cleveland. . Newark. 
Chicago Junction, O., and Garrett, Ind., and 
the men say to other shops. At the railroad 
company's offices here tonight it was stated 
that in the shops named 468 men have quit 
work and that 218 remain. The statement 
was also made that of the total number of 
machinists, helpers, and apprentices em- 
ployed by the road in the affected district, 
only about 25 per cent have stopped work. 
This differs materially from the reports re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the strikers 
in this city, where it was said tonight that 
up to 6 p. m. telegrams from points along 
the road show that 8 per cent of the men 
have quit work. 

At the Baltimore and Ohio offices tonight 
the statement was made that. tomorrow 
every place vacated today would be filled. 


ECLIPSE OBSCURED BY CLOUDS. 


University Students Have No Chance to 
Qbserve Shadowed Moon 
Through Telescope. 


Chicago and vicinity failed to witness the 
eclipse of the moon which occurred between 
7:41 and 9:15 last evening.

This Count Well Known in New York. 

By coincidence Dr. Count Bettini di Moise 
is a well known figure in New York. His 
given name is John. He is married anc his 
wife, the Countess Bettini di Moisé, was in 
the public eye en called before a New 
York magistrate of & claim made by a fash- 
lonable dressmaker from whom she had pur- 
chased some gowns worth $226 each, The 
countess claimed the dresses were not sat- 
isfactory and they were returned. 

The whereabout of Dr. Count Bettini di 
Moise could not be ascertained tonight. He’ 
has moved from the neighborhood where he 
practiced In New York for. some time and 
ho one seemed to know hig present address. 

Another coincidence is that Dr. Bettini di 
Moise graduated from Padua, probably his 
home town, in 1876. The cable dispatch 
concerning the engagement of Miss Garwood 
might have been intended to indicate that 
oo Bettini di Moise, her fance, was from 
ua. 


Sister Visits Embassy. 

Last Monday Miss Frances Garwood called 
on the Italian ambassador here and asked him 
if he knew anything about a certain Italian 
nobleman. She explained that she was fh. 
terested because her sister intended to marry 
the man. The ambassador had never heard 
of the so-called nobleman, but some one in 
the embassy vaguely recollected having 
heard his name and thought he lived in New 
York. 

The ambassador then telegraphed to New 
York, presumably to the consulate general 
On Tuesday he received a reply that the man 
in question was not an Italian by birth or 
citizenship, but was a naturalized American, 
born in Austria. He is about 60 years old 
Further than this no information is obtain- 
able as to his identity. Both the Italian am- 
bassador and the state department refuse 
to make public his name.

Francis L. Stetson, and James C. Fargo were 
elected on the United States company’s board 
of directors. 

“The board of -directors,’’ Dudley charges 
in his affidavit, ‘“‘ have not been and are not 
now making serious efforts to increase their 
money order business, which should profit 
the United States Express company $1,000,- 
000 a year.”’ 

The plaintiff contends that former Senator 
Platt has been allowed to retain his office as 
president when he was “ broken down men- 
tally and physically and entirely unable to 
perform his duties.’’ If the property had 
been managed properly it ought, In the plain- 
tiff’s opinion, to have paid 10 per cent an- 
nually to stockholders instead of only 5 per 
cent. 


‘““Mismanaged,” Plea of Plaintiff. 
“The company,”’ the plaintiff alleges, “ is 
being fraudulently mismanaged by the di- 
rectors, its assets are being dissipated and 
diverted, and the defendants are incompetent 
and improper persons to handle them.’’ 

In support of the plaintiff's affidavit an 
affidavit by Thomas H. Walker, formerly di- 
vision superintendent of the United States 
company, was filed with the court.

Tradition Against Political Ad- 


dresses by Aspirants for the 
Bench Maintained. 


Although not more than 250,000 votes are 
expected to be cast at the judicial election 
Monday, the indications are that those 

900 citizens will be the center of a seeth- 

ing conflict the like of which has been un- 
heretofore in those subdued party 

les for places on the bench. 
Although the soft pedal has been put on the 
ch making and velvet footed campaign- 

is in.the ascendant, the judicial fight be- 
neath the surface has reached a state that 
the politicians describe as ‘‘ raging.” 
Tons of campaign literature are being dis- 
tributed to the voters by the political organi- 
gaons and by the individual candidates. 
Thousands of letters are being sent out daily 
by the friends of candidates to their business 
gnd social acquaintances. Indorsements— 
bipartisan, nonpartisan, and individual—are 
peing constructed and issued broadcast by 
civic organizations, law firms, protective as- 
gociations, and social clubs. 
It is up to the mathematician to figure out 
the number of fourteen beet bets that have 
been constructed ou of the twenty-eight 
places on the Republican and Democratic 


circuit court tickets. 
Appeal for Votes. 


Each organization ana each candidate has 
put forth every conceivable appeal for votes. 
But it has all been done with the quietness 
and dignity that befits aspirants to the bench. 
The tradition that judicial candidates should 
not make speeches has been kept inviolate by 
both parties, and a bipartisan agreement, 
gow quite the fashion, could not have been 
observed more religiously. 

The closest the tradition ever came to a 
jarring was early in the campaign, when a 
member of the Democratic committee de- 
manded that the organization denounce the 
Republican administration of the courts all 
along the line, and remind the voters that 
one Republican court clerk was and an- 
other is in the penitentiary. The enuffers 
were administered to him when it was point- 
ed out that the Republicans might come back 
with the argument that a Democratic major- 
itv ruled the bench at the time the court 
¢lerks were doing their grafting, and that 
the judges were responsible for the conduct 

“of the courts. As a result the relations of 
the two parties in the campaign have been 
peautifully harmonious. 

The surface indications are that more Re- 
publicans than Democrats will be elected on 
Monday. But, with all the crisscross ap- 
peals, there is no telling which way the cat 
is going to jump. Apparently thousandsof 
organization Republicans and Democrats 
are going to split their votes this time.

HELP FROM PARENTS NEEDED 


Universities Must Be Modern’ or Cease 
to Exist, He Declares. 


Concord, N. H., June 3—* Schools like this 
one and universities like Princeton must pass 
out of existence unless they adapt themselves | . 
to modern life,” was the declaration Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson of the New Jersey 
institution made y in an address at a | | 
luncheon at St. Paul's school. 


President Wilson took a view 
of existing educationai conditions, but Pres- 
ident Harry A. Garfield of Williams college 


predicted that a way out of the existing maze 
would be found and that ent Wilson 
would be the leader. 


Athletics Cease with School. 


President Wilson said in part: 

“TI believe in athletics.. I believe in all 
those things which relax energy, that the 
faculties may be at their best when the 
energies are not relaxed, but only so far do I 
belfeve in these diversions. 

“When the lad leaves school he should 
cease to be an athlete. The modern world is 
an exacting one and the things it exacts are 
mostly intellectual. 

“ A danger surrounding our modern educa- 
tion is the danger of wealth. I am sorry 
for the lad who is going to inherit money. I 
fee] that the kind of men who are to share in 
shaping the future are not largely exempll- 
fied in schools and colleges. 

“So far as the colleges go, the sideshows 
have swallowed up the circus and we in the 
main tent do not know what is going on. 


Unwilling to Run the Show. 

“ And I do not know that I want to con- 
tinue under those conditions as a ringmaster. 
There are more honest occupations than 
teaching if you cannot teach. 
“When once we have the gracious as- 
sistance of fathers and- mothers we shall 
educate their sons. Given that assistance, 
in a generation we will change the entire 
character of American education. And it 
must be changed."

person who wrote the letters to Mrs. Porter.”

$180,000 to the institution. It was an- 
nounced in connection with the rejoicing 
over the occupancy of the long coveted 
gymnasium, a recent donation from an- 
other friend. It added zest to the enthusi- 
asm of the hor. To secure it the uni- 
versity must raise $820,000 additional 
within a year. ‘If that can be done the 
endowment and equipment of Northwest- 
ern will be enriched by a total of $1,000,- 
000. 

The conditional donation is the ap- 
proved method of gift-in educational cir- 
cles. It means work and struggle. But 
it means codperation, appeal to friends 
and supporters, and is a stimulus of inter- 
est which has its influence long after the 
triumph -sought is won. A canvass of 
that sort often leads to the discovery of 
friends -in new places. The provisional 
gift is a ¢ballenge to the alumni and con- 
stituents of Northwestern. Every one of 
them should take a persona! interest in 
Jeeting the requirements. If that is done 
there should be no doubt of the success 
of the cdmpaign. 

Northwestern is a Chicago institution. 
Its undergraduate work is done at Evans- 
ton, an immediate suburb.

“The Retail Merchants’ Association 
Outside the Loop” should think twice 
before engaging in a losing fight. When- 
‘ever the question of issuing bonds for sub- 
way construction is submitted to the vot- 
ers it will be carried by an overwhelming 
majority. The reason is manifest. Leav- 
ing out of consideration the women, who 
do not yote but who occasionally exert 
much influence on those who do, there are 
tens of thousands of men who have to 
do business inside the ‘loop or on the 
verge of it six days in the week.

| both sides of the channel to promote a kind- 
lier feeling between Germany and Great Brit- 
ain, and to allay the bitterness of the irri- 
tation which has arisen, fostered largely by 
irresponsible politicians, and above all by 
the press. The trouble is that this irrita- 
tion develops such a condition of affairs 
that the merest trifle may become sufficient 
to start a conflict of the most ruinous and 
Sanguinary character. ‘ 

Most of the great wars of the old world 
have been started by mere trifies. That 
between Germany and France was brought 
about by a snappish remark of old Emperor 
William to the French ambassador, Count 
Benedetti, at Ems, at a moment when it 
was believed that a satisfactory settlement of 
all differences between the two nations had 
been reached. Popular tradition attributes 
the Turko-Russian war to the blow of a 
Balkan blackemith’s hammer upon the head 
of an Ottoman tax collector. : 

The famous war of succession in the 
eighteenth century, which retarded the de- 
velopment of civilization not only of Spain 
but also of all Europe for about a hundred 
years, resulted from a quarrel at the court 
of Versailles about a glass of water. The 
most terrible and sanguinary war in the 
annals of China is known by the name of 
“the teapot war,” and was caused by the 
smashing of a valuable teapot belonging to 
a member of the reigning family while trav- 
eling in the northwestern provinces. Over 
4 million lives were sacrificed in this con- 

ot. 

Two of the minor states of Germany are 
on historic record as having gone to war 
in the thirteenth century to settle the mo- 
mentous question as to the citizens of which 
monarchy could drink the most beer; while 
a bloody fight between Rome and Naples 
in the sixteenth century arose from a quar- 
rel about a dog. Possibly the Moors might 
still be established in Spain had it not beef 
for the theft of a Castilian woman's Sunday 
go to meeting petticoat by a Moorish dandy, 
who tmagined that it would look well on his 
own person, and who was poniarded for 
his act, his death giving rise to the war 
between the cross and the crescent in the 
Iberian peninsula which resulted in the 
expulsion from Europe of the Moorish crea- 
tors of the Alhambra. 

The most terrible civil war in Afghanistan, 
whieh affected the whole of central Asia, 
was caused by a petty quarrel about a 
pipe; and scores of other instances could 
be cited to show that when once two nations 
have been brought by specious means to 
such a condition of bitternes# against each 
other that they may be described as be- 
ing. in American parlance, *‘on the ragged 
edge,’’ the slightest trifle suffices to start 
the fateful hostilities.

Count Paul] Szapary, who is the active head 
of ‘the syndicate engaged in building a great 
modern, up-to-date hotel, to be run by the 
Ritz Hotel company, on the Danube quay, 
at the corner of the Corso, the Eotvas ter- 
race, and Marie Valerie street, Budapest, 
is a nephew of the former prime minister of 
Hungary, Count Julius Sgapary, one of the 
most successful and popular of Hungarian 
statesmen. 

In his youth Count Julius gave but little 
indication of the fact that he would aver 
attain eminence tm the history of the na- 
tion, and at school was noted for his ind@o- 
lence and stupidity. The master of the 
school was a priest of the name of Vaszary. 
One day, when the reverend father’s indigna- 
tion had been more than usually aroused 
by young Julius Szapary’s failure to answer 
a simple question, he turned to the next 
boy, who happened to be a peasant’s son, 
and finding the latter was also unable to 
make reply, he apostrophized him as follows: 
* You, Kardos, you are no count. You have 
no right to beadonkey. If acount decides to 
remain an ass, he becomes a landed propri- 
etor. If you remain ignorant, you become 
@ vagrant and a tramp." 

That the count bore no malice to his teach- 
er in after life is perhaps best shown by the 
fact that as premier it fell to him to nominate 
Vaszary for the primacy of Hungary, which 
carries with it the colossally rich archbigh- 
opric of Gran and a seat in the sacred college 
at Rome as cardinal.

Prince Eulenberg is apparently bent upon 
keeping his unsavory name before the public 
It was but the other day that the suit for 
libel trought against Editor Harden by 
Gen, Count Cuno Moltke was quietly set- 
tled by the defendant's acceptance of a nom- 
inal sentence of $150 fine, one of the rea- 
sons given for this agreement being the 
total impossibility of placing Prince BPulen- 
berg on the witness stand, or even of taking 
his testimony and subjecting him to crogs- 
examination at his own home at Liebenburg, 
where he was reported to be dying, 

Yet it has just become known that a week 
later the prince quietly left for Gastein, in 
Austria, thus showing that he was fully 
able to undertake a long and tiresome railj- 
road journey. Nor is this all. It seems 
that far from asking leave of the authorities 
at Berlin, he left Liebenburg without noti- 
fying them, and has thus quitted Germany, 
placing himself beyond their reach, save by 
means of extradition proceedings. 

It may be recalled that Prince Eulenberg's 
sensational trial, which if carried to a can- 
clusion could not, in view of the testimony, 
haive resulted. otherwise than in his con. 
viction of the various felonies for which he 
had been indicted, was broken off towards 
its close by the declaration of the leading 
physicians of Berlin that he was not only 
dying but that he was So ill as to be no 
longer in a condition to follow the pro- 
ceedings in court, or to have any cogni- 
zance of what was going on. 

It was on this understanding that the trial 
was stopped, in the expectation that his 
imminent demise would render further pro- 
ceedings unnecessary. He was, however, 
kept in the prison infirmary. Some weeks 
elapsed. Then the doctors declared that his 
existence might drag on some few months; 
also that he might die at any moment: that 
his recovery was out of the question, and 
that there was no prospect of it being possi- 
ble to resume the trial. Accordingly it w 
agreed that he might be removed from t 
prison infirmary to his home at Liebenburg, 
where he would still remain in the custody 
of the police, as a prisoner whose trial had 
been merely interrupted. He was conveyed 
thither under police escort, in an ambu- 
lance, and for the first few months was 
subjected to close watch and to frequent 
visitations by government physicians. Then 
by degrees the watch was relaxed, and final. 
ly it was relaxed to such an extent that he 
has been able to make good his escape 
abroad. 
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With regard to General Count Moltke, the 
nominal verdict which he has obtained 
against Editor Harden has inestimable 
advantage in his eyes: that it enables him 
to retain his rank as general, though on the 
retired list, his orders of knighthood, his 
decorations, hig pension, eta, 

When Harden printed in his paper, the 
Zukunft, his charges against the general, 
the latter was compelled by the emperor 
and his brother offices to bring proceedings 
for defamation of character, in order to clear 
himself of the frightful imputations con- 
tained in Harden's articles. |

Municipal Ownership in Mexico. 
{United States Consular Reports. ] 

A well substantiated report is current that 
the federal government is contemplating 
taking over the Tramways company and the 
Mexico Light and Power company and oper- 
ating them under government control. It is 
understood that the government would want 
probably 51 per cent of the stock, under which 
circumstances the holders of the other 40 
per cent would feel reasonably certain of 
good profits. 

A New York banker, representing the Ber- 
lin interests, has been in Mexico for more 
than a week and has just returned home, 
after looking into the possibilities of secur- 
ing from the Mexican government a conces- 
sion for a large light and power concern 
which was intended to supply light and power 
not only to the City of Mexico but to other 
towns and cities of the country as well as 
and at the same time to secure control of a 
large number of similar concerns in tne 
United States, forming of the whole a trust. 
He was told that no concession “would be 
given and that it would be useless to ask one. 
It is said that he was told that the federal 
government is now looking into the practica- 
bility of taking over at least 51 per cent of 
the stock of the two companies and operat- 
ing them as the National Railways of Mex- 
ica are now operating. 

According to the reports, the project of the 
government is aimed directly at securing 
the public utilities for the sole purpose of 
benefiting the public at large and to create 
the most efficient service. President Diaz 
is said to favor the accomplishment of the 
idea, as it would carry out more completely 
his belief in public ownership and give the 
country the chance to at once forge ahead of 
all others in the important work already be- 
gun. It would enable Mexico to carry the 
problem of government control of public 
utilities to the stage never contemplated by 
any other government in the world. 


Roosevelt’ Has Beaten All Records.

Not for the world would we cast a doubt 
upon the exciting story cabled from Nairobi, 
in Britigh East Africa, The fact that other 
hunters have found the pursuit of the king 
of beasts an uncertain sport, a succession of 
weary. vigils with but an occasional! reward.

Agreements Good, Might Better,

Im spite of grave “lacune"’ we welcome 
the agreement which has been reached on 
some of the most disputed points of interna- 
tional law, and we shall in the same spirit 
welcome the establishment of the proposed 
prize court, but we are far from believing 
that in times of storm and stress any agree- 
ment, however solemn, or any court, however 
distinguished, will be sufficient safeguard for 
our national interests. The history of the 
last few months has shown that governments 
cannot always be trusted to keep their en- 
gagements when it is to their advantage to 
break them, and the court will not have the 
power to enforce observance of the law it ad- 
ministers, but only to pass judgment on the 
“fait accompli’ and to award compeneation 
to the victims of illegality. After, as before, 
the establishment of the court the degree 
of respect with which our rights, whether as 
belligerents or as neutrals, will be treated 
will depend on our power to maintain them.

The lines of the room are in 
every way admirable, and the decorations 
last evening of American flags and trees. 
palms and ferns made the great place one of 
more than common attractiveness and 
beauty. A large stage sufficient to accommo- 
date a chorus of over 1,000 singers, the orches- 
tra and the soloists, is built at the eastern end 
of the hall, the whole being raised to a height 
which makes everybody and everything on 
the stage visible to every person in the room, 

Fifteen rows of seats—light wood camp 
chairs—extend back to the center of the hall. 
There then are several rows of boxes and 
then a larger stretch of regular seats. Chairs 
in the gablery at the rear of the hall and 
around the edge complete the seating capac- 
ity, which is some 1,500. 

~~ 

Last evening the auditorium was filled to 
nearly its last place by an audience largely 
fashionable in quality and appearance. 
Evening dress was much in evidence, buf 
there also were many patrons who were in 
simple street costume and summer garb. 
Everybody seemed glad to be there, and 
while there was no ecstatic: exhibition of 
emotion—it was Evanston—yet enthusiasm 
was not wanting at any time. 

The program was scheduled for 8:15, but it 
was fully a quarter hour later before Dean 
P. C. Lautkin appeared from out the big 
green entrance way at the lower center of the 
stage and, greeted frenetically by the ww 
members of the chorus, came forward to the 
concluctor’s desk and there received the ap- 
proval and welcome of the audience. 

The festival began with a “ Festival Over- 
ture with Choral Finale,"’ by Arne Oldberg, a 
number written especially for the occasion. 
The new work proved interesting and at- 
tractive. It is not festival in character and 
therefore was less rousing in its effect than 
had been anticipated or might be desired. 

It is Joyous in mood, but as a whole it is held 
in such a quiet musical manner that there is 
not the brilliant festival quality that would 
seem necessary to warrant the title. This 
quality aside, however, Mr. Oldberg has 
written with masterly employment of re- 
source, with technical ease and facility, and 
with no inconsiderable inspiration in the tn- 
vention of thematic material. His music 
sounds well, and that is a positive virtue in 
the present day. It has much the same char- 
acter and mood as have many pages in “ Die 
Meistersinger ’’—the music at the commence- 
ment of the second act and that of the fina! 
scenes of that master opera. The resem- 
blance is not resultant from imitation, but 
from a similarity somewhat in thematic ma- 
terial and still more so in the spirit and emo- 
tional mood expressed. It is a good number 
—slightly long, perhaps, for its best effective- 
ness—and the choral finale reaches the de- 
sired rousing festival pitch. It was carefully 
played by the orchestra, and the chorus 
showed its excellence in the closing sections. 
Mr. Oldberg was called to the stage and 
vociferously applauded. 


~~ 

Then Mr. Stock came to the desk and a 
beautifully balanced and finely finished pre- 
sentment of the Beethoven Fifth Symphony 
followed. The ever-young music failed not 
to interest, inspire, and refresh. Miss Per- 
ceval Allen gowned so as to match the hall 
decorations appeared, and accompanied by 
the orchestra sang Agatha’s aria from “ Der 
Freischtitz."" The audience recalled her, and 
then she came again and gave * Dich teure 
Halle *’ from “ Tannhiiuser."”” The Wagner 
excerpt was better given than the Weber. 
It is much easier to sing, and besides it lies 
well in the best part of the English soprano’s 
voice—the upper. Her high voice is beautiful, 
being clear, powerful, true, and sweet, and 
whatever she sings that brings these upper 
tones into evidence is sure to be satisfactory. - 
Her middle voice is less commendaplie, its 
Slight flatness both in tone form and fre- 
quently in pitch detracting from its worth. 

Mr. Lutkin then resumed the baton and 
directed a spirited performance of the March 
and Chorus from the seeond act of “ Tann- 
haéuser,’’ the chorus doing good work in the 
finale. 

The second part of the program consisted 
of the Handel “ Dettingen Te Deum” in 
which the orchestra, the chorus, Miss Allen, 
Margaret Keyes, Dan Beddoe, and Arthur 
Middleton participateu.

“ORAL BETTING” TABOOED. 


Matter Was Looked Into After New 
York Decision, but Dropped. 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 

M. H. Tichenor, who has been hailed as the 
Moses to revive racing in this city at the 
Hawthorne, Harlem, and Worth tracks, has 
returned to Chicago from a visit to the east 
and Canada. He learned the “ news” on 
his arrival here, but promptly disclaimed the 
star part assigned to him. 

Mr. Tichenor had a pretentious stable in 
the days when racing was tolerated in these 
parts, and would welcome a resumption of 
the game, but according to his own state- 
ment he sees nothing on the present horizon 
to induce him to head a holding company to 
try a sixty or ninety day meeting with 
“oral betting," which has been sustained 
by the New York courts. 


No Show for Oral Betting. 

The question frequently is asked, ‘‘ Why 
will not oral betting go here if it will goin 
New York?’* Possibly M weuld, but there are 
two important facts which militate against it. 
The first ie that Chicago has not the racing clientele 
to support oral betting and clubhouse commissions. 
This support might be developed, but the legal 
phase of oral betting in Illinois is questionable. 

Racing men with large sums invested in idle 
plants were not asleep when the New York deci- 
sion firet was announced. Less than half an hour 
after the text of the decision reached Chicago, an 
eminent attorney was asked to look up its applica- 
tion in Ilitinofs. His reply was terse and to the 
point: ‘‘ Under the Tuley decision in the Swigart 
case a man hardly can change money from his right 
hand pocket to his left hand pocket without coming 
under the penalty of the common gamingact. Try 
it if you wish, but you have no legal leg to stand 
on.’’ 


Racing Bound to Come. 


Racing in Chicago, if revived, as it surely will 
be some day, must be by sufferance and because 
public opinion favors it, or else a favorable law 
must be enacted. Possibly the time is not far dis- 
tant when a body of high class sportsmen can 
conduct a meeting of, say, sixty or ninety days in 
this city wtihout interference by the authorities. 
Such a meeting possibly would align a few persons 
against the sport of kings, and such a meeting 
might be made to pay, although the promoters 
should be prepared to stand 4 loss in the interest of 
sport while inaugurating the needed reforms. 

For the present, at least, horsemen and the many 
thousands of Chicagoans who love a thrilling con- 
test between thoroughbreds are nursing a vain 
hope. The tip that “all is right ’’ has not been 


received as yet.

This 
set of rules will be offered to the conference 
tomorrow.

“Unjust " and “uncalled for” are terms | 


applied by the jurors themselves last night 
to the “ call down "’ which Judge Willard Mc- 
Ewen gave yesterday to a jury in the Crim- 
inal court. 
The ears. angered because Frank Moore 
Frank Sullivan were acquitted of charges 
of robbery, denounced the jurors and oréered 
the defendants to “ go and shake hands with 
your friends in the jury box.” 
“You men are discharged from further 
service, and you get no pay for today,” he 
@gaid to the startled veniremen. “ You can 
go now, but I cannot believe your verdict was 
an honest one.”’ 
“Judge McEwen had no right to say the 
was dishonest,”’ said Otto Kaed of 776 
orth Leavitt street, a member of the panel, 
“ Of course, we thought the verdict was right 
or we would not have brought it in. The 
judge may have known more about the case 
than we did. As fer as the evidence that we 
heard is concerned I would not vote to con- 
vict any one on it. We reached 4 verdict in 
four hours. The first ballot stood nine for 
ecquittal and three for conviction. On the 
second ballot another man. was for acquittal, 
and the other two were nat hardto bring over 
te thinking that the evidetice was not con- 
clusive of gufit.’’ 


Swayed by Court Instruction. 

H. J. Behrentz, 907 North Monticello ave- 
mue, another of the jurors, declared the 
judge’s instructions made him change his 
yote, at first for conviction, to a vote for ac- 
quittal. 

**I voted for convictfon when we ballotted 
first,”’ he said. ‘“ Some of the other jurors 
pointed out evidence that was strongly in 
the defendants’ favor and then they read the 
instructions of the court to me. The judge 


emphasized the fact that there should be no | 


conviction in case of a reasonable doubt: 
There were many doubtful things when I 
thought them over, so I changed my vote 
I am still satisfied that the verdict is right 
es far as the evidence showed. Yes, the 
judge took our pay for today from us, but 
that is immaterial. It was the talk about 
a dishonest verdict that hurt.” 

Despite the judge’s order four of the jurors 
' will be paid. They belong to Judge Kersten’s 
court and were serving under Judge McEwen 
enly for the one case. Concerning these four 
the jurist said to the court bailff: 

“Take them in to Judge Kersten with my 
eompliments.
